As things no w stand, the tail-end sessio n o f a dead Co n­ 
gress can fo rce the co nvening o f an extra sessio n

less o f the merits o f the case—simply because a clumsy and 
o utwo rn co nstitutio nal pro visio n has called them back to 
Washingto n fo r a very brief perio d and has made it impera­ 
tive that certain legislatio n be passed befo re they adjo urn.

New Y ork -W ealthy people, gener­ 
ally club members, do more to en­ 
courage game bootlegging than any 
other class, according to inform ation 
leaching the Am erican Game Asso­ 
ciation. 
•Their action, for the most par., is 
thoughtless in purchasing wild game 
served in clubs, 
night 
clubs, hotels 
and high class restaurants. If it were 
not purchased by the patrons, most of 
them respected citizens, it would not 
be bought of the 
game 
bootlegger, 
consequently 
would not 
be 
k illed, 
Seth Gordon, president of the asso­ 
ciation. said in denouncing the illegal 
practice which, he was informed, is 
prevalent in alm ost every state in the 
union. 
The United States Bureau of Bio­ 
logical Survey has declared war on 
the bootlegger 
of game, 
and 
Paul 
Redington, chief of the bureau, de­ 
nounces the game bootleggers as “the 
most vicious 
elem ent 
in society.” 
Several Federal game protectors have 
been fired upon by these bootleggers 
when attem pts were made to arrest 
them . 
“Sportsm en should lend every as­ 
sistance to suppress the illegal prac­ 
tice of m ark et hunting and bootleg­ 
ging of game." Mr. Gordon continued 
•■The w ealthy class are the only ones 
who can afford to buy game a t the 
high bootleg prices. 
They evidently 
do not realize the great harm they 
do both to conservation and in en­ 
dangering the lives of conscientious 
officers who attem pt to enforce the 
law.
